TREATMENT OF FROSTED 

TREES TO BE SHOWN 

Citrus Expert To Hold Demonstration 
On Pegler Ranch Next 
Wednesday 

During the month of June, a series 
of nineteen field demonstrations for 
citrus growers of Los Angeles County 
will be conducted by Farm Advisor 
Robert W. Hodgson, and other mem¬ 
bers of the Farm Advisor staff, and 
will be held under the auspices of the 
Farm Bureau. The subjects for dis¬ 
cussion and demonstration will be the 
pruning of citrus trees and the treat¬ 
ment for trees injured by frost. 

An effort has been made by the 
Farm Advisor staff to gather together 
the best information on saving of 
badly injured citrus trees and the fol¬ 
lowing up and pruning on less severe¬ 
ly injured trees. From observations 
which have been made of some recent 
jobs of treatment of frost injured cit¬ 
rus trees many mistakes are being 
made which will probably result in 
poor trees or doing the work over 
again. 

Growers in Sierra Madre and vicin¬ 
ity will have opportunity to witness 
a demonstration on the C. J. Pegler 
ranch, 415 East Live Oak next Wed¬ 
nesday at ?■ P. M.

SLOANE SAY’S SMOKERS 

CAUSE MOST FIRES 

Forest Official is Making a Study of 
Causes of Destructive Fires 
In the Mountains 

Tom Sloane, who has relumed to 
his old post in Pasadena as head of 
the forest service in this portion of 
the Angeles reserve, stopped in Si¬ 
erra Madre Wednesday in the course 
of a cruise along the south side of 
the range. He has just returned from 
a circuit which took him as far as 
Big Rock on the north side. 

Mr. Sloane has been making a de¬ 
tailed study recently of the causes of 
all the fires in the forest reserve as 
far back as 1914. He finds upon tab¬ 
ulation that cigarets stand at the top 
of the list of fire causes. He includes 
in this class matches thrown away 
after lighting the pill, or butts thrown 
on the ground and not extinguished 

Cigar butts and pipe ashes wjll go 
out as a rule immediately upon being 
thrown to the ground. The paper on 
the cigaret seems to act as a flue and 
serves to keep the pesky thing burn¬ 
ing until the last fragment of tobacco 
has been consumed. If thrown in the 
grass or leaves, or where the wind 
can blow it among inflammable ma¬ 
terial, a fire is the almost certain 
result. 

Vigorous prosecution of all offend¬ 
ers against the fire regulations is the 
promise of Mr. Sloane. Several con¬ 
victions have already been obtained 
this season.

Telephone Condenser and Re¬ 
ceivers Can Better Be Pur¬ 
chased—Mounting the Set. 


The material needed to construct n 
simple crystal detector Is as follows: 

Piece of silicon or galena molded 
in a metal button, 25 cents. 

Two binding posts, 20 cents. 

A block of shellacked or stained 
wood 3 by 3 Vi Inches. 

A thin strip of sheet! copper or 
bruss Vi Inches wide by two Inches 
long. 

Mount the two binding posts on the 
block of wood as shown, fastening un¬ 
der one binding post a strip of copper 
or brass—see sketch—and under the 
other binding post a colled up spring 
of fine springy copper or brass wire. 
By placing I be button of inetal eon- 


ments, the tuner, the crystal detector 
and the telephone condenser, can be 
mounted on a stained base of wood, 
say, eight inches square and one-half 
Inch thick. This will keep the com¬ 
ponent parts of the set together, mak¬ 
ing a compact unit of the whole and 
also be advantageous in that it will 
hold the Instruments while adjust¬ 
ments are being made. 

'Die sketch shows how the instru¬ 
ments are connected with each other 
and to the ground. The condenser is 
connected to one side of the tuner und 
to the crystal detector.

Just the detector by changing the 
point at which the spring and crys¬ 
tal of the detector make contact until, 
when a nearby electric light is snapped 
on and off, a click is heard In 
the head phones. The detector is now 
adjusted on u sensitive spot on the 
crystal. By changing the slider po¬ 
sition. the transmitting station should 
be picked up. 

After a station is once picked up 
It is an easy matter to adjust the de¬ 
tector and slider position until maxi¬ 
mum response Is obtained in the tel¬ 
ephone receiver. With a simple set 
of the kind described In this and pre¬ 
ceding articles and a little practice 
one soon becomes adept at picking up 
a given station. The entertainment 
derived from listenlng-hl is usually 
well worth the time spent and the 
money Invested. 


VAGARIES 0F : VACUUM TUBES 




TIPS TO THE RADIOIST 


Peculiar Actions That Always Astonish 
and Sometimes Frighten the 
Amateur Radioist. 


Everybody who has had anything to 
do with vacuum tubes has from time 
to time had them do unexpected tilings 
and give results that at the moment 
seem beyond explanation. 

The explanation of several charac¬ 
teristics of these miniature giants 
which are met with in daily operation 
Is sure to prove of great Interest to 
the amateur. In cases where the ac¬ 
tions of the tube are not understood 
these peculiarities have sometimes 
frightened people. 

One Instance of a newborn fans 
fright was brought to attention in a 
letter of Inquiry. The Instrument had 
Just been set up and was being oper¬ 
ated for the first time. The tubes had 
been firmly adjusted and were Just at 
the spilling point nnd—over they went, 
giving vent to the most unearthly 
sounds. The embryo enthusiast who 
looked upon the audlon tube as an 
electric light, thought it was going to 
explode. He Jumped away from the 
Instrument and out of the room, und 
did not venture near It for several 
hours, and then only after reaching 
round the corner of the door with a 
long stick and pulling the battery 
switch off. 

Similar Instances have come to at¬ 
tention when bulbs generate vari col¬ 
ored vapors In the vacuum chamber. 


Moonshiners Using Radio. 

Revenue officers seeking distillers of 
the far-famed and hardhitting “white 
llghtnln - ," In the mountains of Ken¬ 
tucky say that many raids made In 
the iast few months have proven un¬ 
successful, due to the adoption of rn 
I dloplmne us a means of eommuntca- 
[ tlon among the moonshiners. 


Fired .22 caliber rlfie shells 
make good switch points for tun¬ 
ing colls and receiving trans¬ 
formers. 

A single wire aerial 100 to 
15t* feet long Is sufficient for 
local and long distance reception 
of broadcasting stations. 

Do not string aerials across 
the street or across electric 
wires. Keep antenna wires off 
electric light aud telephone 
poles. 

Stranded copper or solid cop¬ 
per wire should be used. Phos¬ 
phor bronze wire if obtainable 
is stronger but uot superior to 
copper. 

Good contact with n piece of 
mineral like galena can be had 
by wrapping It lu tinfoil. Of 
course, the top of the crystal 
is left exposed.. 

The brass ends of large car¬ 
tridge shells make splendid 
crystal detector cups. They 
should be cleaned out thoroughly 
before they are used. 

The winding of cardboard 
tubes from oatmeal boxes may 
be Improved greatly If the tube 
Is first heated in an oven for 
about 15 minutes to take out 
the moisture and then wound; 
or better still shellac It while 
It Is still warm and leave It 
to sonk In. 

In winding tuning coils with 
bare wire a thread should be 
wound on with the wire. This 
will separule each turn. When 
the coll Is finished the thread 
can be taken off. Shellac should 
he applied Immediately. When 
the shellac Is dry the copper 
wire will hold Its place.
